In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 27 of the Wakf Act 1995 (Central Act No. 43 of 1995) the Kerala 
State Wakf Board hereby delegates the following powers of the Board to the Chairman, Chief Executive Officer and other 
officers of the Board and certain powers of the Chief Executive Officer under the Wakf Act 1995 and the Kerala Wakf 
Rules 1996 with the consent of Chief Executive Officer to the Officers of the Board as per the schedule given below:

Chairman The power to exercise the powers and perform the

of a specific majority of the Board) 

To conduct preliminary hearing at Divisional Offices or 
Head Office at Ernakulam under section 70 in respect of 
the applications/petitions filed before the Board. 

To hear and decide appeals filed under section 72(7) of 
the Wakf Act 1995. 

The Chairperson should report the action taken by him 
to the Board for their approval in the next meeting of 
the Board.

To implement the decisions of the Board by conveying 
it to the District Collectors, Additional District 
Magistrates or Sub Divisional Magistrates whenever 
necessary and to seek direction from the Wakf Tribunal 
as provided Under Section 28 of the Wakf Act 1995.

(Amendment) Act 2013 (No. 27/2013) and also to consolidate all the notifications issued earlier in a single notification for 
administrative convenience.
